To tht EJtior* tif tfie Sydney Horning Herald, 
OxNTi,aiiEN, — Aa I see by the report of aease 
at tha rollee Court on Monday lost, that Cap-

In 
absence of ndenuato authority to legislate in 
eucli n matter, no meeting of Petty Sesrions 
cnu bind subsequent ones by any extraordinary 
rule of this kind. Such a rule (even if duly 
recorded) could only be binding on the par- 
ticular meal ing or session which ndoptcd it; 
and hphig In itselfn deviation from the genettd 
rule of legitimate practieo and constitutionnl 
propriety, every succeeding session might treat 
it as a nullity, nnd proceed to business nc if it 
did not exist at all. finch being tho ease, I 
consider tho Mayor was quite right iu ordering 
the ildom to bo opened at tho commencement 
of Ihe meeting referred te in this dispute ; 
leaving it, as ho did, to any magistrate -who 
wished lo Jrchow the etcejpliopiiif (nnd aa 1 
think also tho very oljeetiatiabh) rule, to do so 
in proper form by special motion, so that it 
might be orgued in presencoof the public, ond

1 nm told that some of the magistrates who 
voted for o^ieii doors at Oia former meeting, 
when under the eyo ol the public, wcrobitse 
enough to join tho Star Chamber oligarchy, 
when thoy met in private and voledforeloned 
doors, I wish I could mention their names, 
and consig.i tlicm to the doom of *\\ cowardly 
sycophants nnd recrennt traitors- tho everlost- 
ihg contempt rlhd OsCccnlion of the people thoy 
hcttay ! This shows tho iniquity of the sys- 
tem, and what wretched crcnltlrcs wo have 
ninoiig our magistrates m this colony; audit 
shows, too, tho inteparablu connexion between 
publicity nnd justice, between magisterial re- 
sponsibilily and open doors. 

The attempt made io degrade tho Mayor 
from bis presidency in the sessions, by nllcging 
that the presence of a magistrate who may be a

tlngent right to preside ex ollcio in all 
mac^urinl. proceedings, nicotines, courts, or 
sessions, within the limits rjf his own murder, 
pality. Ahout that point I think then can be 
no doubt j anil Mr. Hood therefore owes it to 
his office, as well as to hhncelf ond to tho 
clttxcns who Invested him with the honour, to 
compromise no -iota .of the dignity and 
riuhta that belong ,to iho Mayoralty, In 
tills struggle ho oueliE . to receive, 
nnd will duubtless meet with tho cordial coun- 
tenance and support of the public at large. 
Jf is conduct hag boon grossly niiercpresented \ 
but u discerning and impartial community 
will at length do himjuetico and uphold him 
in the independence of Ids office, and aid him 
in bia cflWta at police reform* The CjUcslion as 
to holding Felly Sessions with open doors 
ought however to bo settled by the Lcgislatire 
Council; nil d it is to bo hoped that another 
aensionwill ntit pass without something being 
done to put the police and municipal imtitu- 
tionsof the eiiy en u sounder and more respon- 
sible footing than they (treat present. liotti, 
it must- bo admitted stand much In need of 
revision and reform. 

Gentlemen, I will not apologias for the length 
of thin eommunieotien, for after devoting so 
many of your leading columns lo the certs ore of 
the Mayor, it would be on oulrttgo on common 
Justice, and incompatible with tho ehuinoter of 
hones t and i impartial joum alists if you refused 
insertion to a defence not half the length, nnd 
which jca your.elvci have rendered ncccsairy.
